Tbe ball Is sup- 
plied with every convenience and the 
members have as pleasant a home as they 
could hope for. Tbo Turner society is 
composed of some of the most prominent 
German citizens and is one of the strong- 
est societies in tbe city.

The profits from a sugar beet factory 


an nearly all spent In tbe community, 
tbe tool) used being the chief foreign ex- 
penditure. 


There is no doubt about tho ability of 


Illinois to produce her own sugar. We 
have tbe soil, market and good tranipor- 
tatlon facilities. 


Champaign and Urbana pay out 150,- 


000 annually for sugar, and each county 
of the state an average of 1120,000 a year 
for tbe same product. 


Beet culture has kept the boys on the 


farm, because It provides employment 
at which they can make more than they 
can to go to the olty. 


Tbe fair average cost of producing one 


acre of beets In Nebraika has been proven 
hr the figures of five years to be |B9, and 
the profits of the same $18. 


Beet sugar ounnot be made in a small 


way. 
Its manufacture requires the best 


machinery and the most skilled special- 
ists for each process. At least 4000 acres 
of bests must be contracted for for five 
yean. 


The culture of beets builds up better 


agricultural practices. The beet Is 
thoroughbred and requires high grade and 
Intensive farming. It does not cause less 
corn and oats to be raised, bat diversifies 
without diminishing other lines of agrl 
culture. 


A s a rule tbe second year of a factory 


the farmers of the neighborhood refuse to 
grow beets but tbe fourth or fifth year 
they are all ready to rales beets. The 
proprietors [of factories and Interested 
business men have had to rent land and 
grow beets to supply the factories, until 
tho farmers got.tborougbly convinced of 
tbe profit In tbe business and come to 
understand beet culture. 


Committees should beappolnted to visi 


factories and see tbe work. There should 
be local co-uperation and a number ol 
men ralto at least five acres of beets each 
and this culture must be under tbe diron 
(ton of a [specially trained and competed 
man. It will coat 1200 mora to a com 
munlty. Unless the people are willing to 
comply with these conditions sugar bee 
culture would better be left severely alone

"Visiting the ranch of my friend 


Beokwith in the Vaca valley, west of 
the Mobollons, last week, I started out 
alone one morning to climb the Mesa 
de 1» Vaca, about live miles from the 
home ranch," writes J. C. Chalmers, a 
New York man who for several years 
past has resided in Colorado and New 
Mexico. "This mesa, or 
table-land, 


rises from the valley to a height of 
700 leet. Its sides slope very steeply 
all around, and the level top I should 
estimate at 300 acres in extent. I de- 
cided not to try to ride up the slopt, so 
picketed my horse in the valley and 
started up on foot. It was steep climb- 
ing, though not otherwise a difficult 
path—merely a smooth, grassy rising 
at an angle of perhaps 50 degrees. I 
found by the time that I got to the top 
that the lifting of my 170 pounds' 
weight to a height of 700 feet in the 
rariiied air of Xcw Mexico was all I 
wanted for one morning. When at last 
I got to the top I was glad enough to 
sit down; and lucky it was for me that 
I sat there until I got thoroughly 
rested, for I needed all my wind and 
endurance a feiv minutes later. 


"Having sufficiently 
admired 
the 


view on the side which I had ascended 
—a grand outlook it was of mountain, 
plain and lalley, extending to a dis- 
tance oT a hundred miles—I started to 
cross the top of the mesa to find what 
was to be seen on the other side. Mid- 
way on the 1op was the beginning of 
a ravine, which deepened toward the 


grizzly. One noose had fallen about the 
bear's neck, and the trained horse of 
the rider who had thrown the rope had 
drawn it tight by instantly backing 
away. As the bear, raising on his 
haunches, tried to claw the noose from 
his shoulders, another lasso caught one 
foreleg. Then, dropping upon all fours, 
the bear made a rush for the nearest 
horseman; but the two lassoes, drawing 
opposite ways, held him fast one 
tripped him. A third noose caught the 
tjear's hind leg, and by dexterous 
maneuvering on the part of the cow- 
boys he was thrown on his back; 
whereupon one of them, dismounting, 
wound the bear round and round with 
his rope, tying his legs together so that 
the creature lay helpless. Then the 
cowboys held a council of war as to 
whether to keep the bear alive or kill 
him then and there. They finally set- 
tled the matter by cutting his throat 
and taking off the skin, for which lat- 
ter I gave them ten dollars. The bear 
was a large one—they estimated his 
weight at 700 pounds—and the fur was 
unusually thick and fine.

In olden days the V.ing could not en- 


ter London without the invitation and 
innction of the lord major; and nomi- 
nally the ancient precedent is still re- 
spected. When the queen made her 
royal progress through the capital on 
jubilee d."y, the lord mayor and the 
sheriffs, in their robes and with their 
lueried attendants about them, await- 
ed her comingat the site of Temple Bar. 
SirOorere Faudel-Phillips, lord mayor, 
presented Ms sword and made obei- 
sance. The queen acknowledged the 
formality by touching the sword. 


The procession then passed on with 


the consent of these guardians of the 
ancient city. Potent indeed is the sway 
of time-honored custom in conservative 
England! 


The London which the queen entered 


by permission of these three municipal 
officials is the ancient city which viat 
once surrounded with a wall. It is an 
inner circle of a single square mile in 
area, and not more than 37.000 people 
sleep there at night. Outside this little 
ring there is a metropolitan London 
with an area of 123 miles and a popula- 
tion of 4,500,000. Still farther outside 
there is a greater London with an area 
of TOO square miles and a population 
of between 6,000,000 and 7,000,000. 


But the only London that has a chief 


magistrate is the innermost circle, of 
which the Guildhall is the center. This 
is the ancient city where the trade 
guilds were powerful enough to govern 
the English capital in the middle ages; 
and they are still the nominal rulers 
of the metropolis. The lord mayor in 
reality represents 80 trade guilds, with 
a total membership that does not ex- 
ceed 9,000, but with resources of po- 
litical power which have survived the 
passage of reform acts and the intro- 
duction of a progressive system of town 
jovcrnment in England. 


The trade guilds have disappeared 


evervwhere else in England. In Lon- 
don they are still rich and powerful. 
The lord mayor is their sen-ant. He 
met the queen in her royal progress and 
graciously allowed her to pass on in 
state to the thanksgiving sen ice at St. 
Paul's cathedral in honor of the longest 
reign.—Youth's Companion. 


CLIMATE IS NOT 
CHftNGIHG. j 


the Oldest Inhabitant'" Storlet 
Arc Sot Alvraya Correct. 


A correspondent in Northfield, Mass., 


desires our opinion on the question: 
"Were the winters of 50 or 75 years ago 
much colder or were the 
snowfalls 


deeper than at present?" The opinion 
is widely held that the winters were 
colder and the snowfalls deeper, but T 
can find nothing to warrant the belief 
except that in the first part of the cen- 
tury a much larger percentage of the 
population lived iu the hill towns in the 
interior, which are much colder than 
the valley or the coast towns." 


On the general question as to appre- 


ciable changes in climate the editor's 
opinion is that there has been no such 
change in any respect whatever so far 
as meteorology proper is concerned. 
If we divide our records of the weather 
recorded in Xorth America since the 
flays of Columbus into two periods, 
viz., before and after the year 1800, we 
shall find that every peculiarity, such 
as remarkable storms, winds, rains, 
floods, frosts, etc., recorded in the cur- 
rent century, can be matched by a cor- 
responding remarkable event before 
the year 1SOO. The popular impressions 
alluded to by our correspondent result 
almost entirely from the imperfections 
of our records and especially of our 
memories. There is a large class of per- 
sons whose habits of thought are BO 
crude that when they experience any 
very remarkable weather they jump to 
the'conclusion that the climate has 
changed, forgetting that they them- 
sehes have had such a limited person- 
al experience that they are not fair 
judges of the weather over the whole 
country or of the climate of a century. 


Our correspondent seems to suggest 


that a certain change in the habits of 
the people, such as the removal from 
the interior to (he coast, or from forests 
to prairies, or from country to city, or 


ice versa, will partly account for wide- 


spread errors in respect to the climate. 
The suggestion is excellent, but the 
editor would be inclined to interpret 
the phenomenon somewhat differently. 
Tlie general movement of the popula- 
tion in the pr»t century has been from 
the Atlantic states westward, and from 
the country to the. city, or quite oppo- 
site to the movements suggested by our 
correspondent. In fact, we find no real 
agreement in the so-called popular tra- 
ditions with regard to the weather. We 
have met with quite as many persons 
who think the winters are more severe, 
as with those who think the winters are 
less severe than formerly. 
Every- 


thing seems to depend upon how and 
where the "oldest inhabitant" lived 
when he was n boy, as compared with 
his present condition. The average cli- 
mate of Xew England, so far ns the 
weather is concerned, has notapprecia- 
bly changed since the days when her 
oldest forest trees were young sap- 
lings.—Monthly Weather Review.
